Sandsten  graduated  from 
University  of  Minnesota  in 
taking  his  M.  S.  degree  in 
For  five  years  after  grad- 
i     he     was    employed  as 
botanist  by  a  large  manufactur- 
ing concern.    In  1898  he  received 
the  degree  of  Ph.  I  >.  fr< >m  ( '< >rn- 
ell  University.    He  then  went  to 
the  Maryland   Agricultural  Col- 
lege where  he  filled  the  chair  i it 
Professor  of  Horticulture  for  two 
years,    after    which    he  became 
Professor   of    Horticulture  and 
State  Horticulturist  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Wisconsin.  In  this  ca- 
pacity Dr.  Sandsten    served  for 
eight  years,  finally  resigning  to 
go  into  commercial  work  with  a 
large  irrigation,  orchard  and  land 
company   in    Western  Montana, 
where  he  remained  until  coming 
to  Auburn. 

Dr.  Sandsten  is  the  author  of  a 
number  of  valuable  publications 
on  horticultural  subjects.  He 
comes  to  us  highly  recommend- 
ed, is  a  gentleman  of  pleasing  ad- 
dress, and  his  wide  experience 
will  doubtless  render  him  indis- 
pensible  in  the  agricultural  work 
of  the  college.
